McGill-Toronto Debate 

Set for Union Tonight 



Debating will again take the 
spotlight tonight when a Toronto 
team will arrive here to engage in 
a spirited verbal conflict with the 
McGiU representatives. The sub- 
ject for' debate Is "Should scientists 
refuse to work on projects which 
they are' not allowed to' discuss 
freely?" and it will take place to- 
night at 8 p.m. In the Union Ball- 
room. This debate will be con- 
ducted along lUDL lines and Mc- 
GiU, represented by Leonard' Wald- 
mana and Bill Tétley, wUl uphold 
the affirmative side of the 'argu- 
ment on Its home ground. At the 
same' time another McGill' team, 
consisting of John Switzman and 
John Monk, will maintain the.nega- 
tive side up at Toronto. - • - 

The subject for-debate is of part- 
icular interest today as many of 
the leading scientists of this coun- 
try and the States have expressed 
themselves as being in violent op- 
position to the government's' pre- 
sent policy with regard to atomic 
energy, and a solution of the prob- 
lem has not yet been reached. 

As is usual in lUDL debates, each 
speaker is allowed 10 minute in 
which to put his points across and 
the first speaker for the affirmative 
in this case, Leonard Waldman of 



McGill, has five additional min- 
utes for his rebuttal. 

Meeting our debaters in the 
Union will be Toronto's Cyril Fry, 
fourth year science student and 
coed Marguerite Dalney, Arts 3. 

Pat Helghington and Martin Shu- 
bik, fourth year arts students at 
Varsity, will debate the affirm- 
ative of the resolution against Monk 
and Switzman in Toronto's Hart 
House. 

At McGllI the debate will be 
Judged as are all others, by a 
panel of three judges, who will 
consider the valldtiy and the rela- 
tive merits of the points brought 
forward, and will also base their 
decisions on such points as de- 
livery, gestures, and stance. In such' 
debates the discussion and cross- 
fire is fierce and generalizations 
are often proved 'fallaclousl-In Tor- 
onto, oh ' the other' hand. Varsity 
debates arc held In the form of a 
parliament, the audience casting 
their votes to determine the win- 
ning team. Here the best debating 
technique is to emphasize sim- 
plicity and ease of manner, as the 
a'udience rarely bothers to analyze 
the points .brought out 

The two McGill teams had an op- 
portunity to test out their own 
arguments as well as those that 
their opponents may use when they 
held a mock debate last Tuesday. 



Meds Defeat 
Commerce 
La Debate 



Shan Murphy and Isidore Roch- 
lln of Medicine defeated Wilfred 
Trivett and Jack Smith of Com- 
merce In yesterday's interfaculty 
debate.. The subject was "Resolved 
that compulsory military training 
Is essential to the security of the 
demoefatie.' n«i 1 1 o n s.". Commerce 
was arguing for the affirmative. 

The decision was given to the 
negative on the basis of clear pre- 
sentation of arguments and because 
the affirmative failed to prove that 
compulsory military training would 
prove a successful defence. In fu- 
ture wars. Good argumnets were 
presented by either side,- however, 
and the judges said that the deci- 
sion was very close. 

The affirmative argument was 
opeivsd by Wilfred Trivett,- who 
maintained that In order not to be 
caught unawares as In previous 
warf,*^we ' must now start, a plan 
for training the men of the coun- 
try. .'."The League of Nations," he 
went on. "failed to prevent war as 
It was .supposed to," and hence we 
must take steps to guarantee our 
own security. 

■ The next speaker was Shan Mur- 
phy of Mediclne^^wbQ claimed that 
in' this atomic -age w« should train 
sdentists, not soldiers, since war- 
fare is now àn exact science. He 
also said that large groups of peo- 
ple, in the United States had ex- 
pressed their disapproval of a 
compulsory military ' training 
scheme. 

'.Jack Smith brought out tocitl 
advantages of such a scheme by 
pointing but that the health, unity, 
and personal responsibility of a 
nation \vould be improved. This was 
refuted by Isidore Rochlln who said 
that military training . of such a 
nature is one war behind, and leads 
the people intp a false sense of 
security.

Hamilton— At the recent confer- 
ence of the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students, Don- 
ald G. Seldon of McMaster Uni- 
versity was appointed permanent 
secretary of the organization to suc- 
ceed E. A. Macdonald of the Uni- 
versity of Torohto, 

The newly-appointed secretary 
brings to this position a .wide ex- 
perience In student actiyltlei and 
the record of a successful army 
career. ' ' 

Mr. Seldon graduated from Mc- 
Master in 1040, majoring In PoIU 
tical. Economy. As an undergrad- 
uate, be y(M active in Inter-year 
sports and dramatics. He was pres- 
ident of his freshman and junior 
years, and In his senior year was 
President of the Students' Counr 
cil. 

After graduation, Mr. Seldon 
joined the army as a'secohd'Ueu» 
tenant In the Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders .(P.L.) of Hamil- 
ton: With this unit he trained- In 
the Niagara Peninsida and' on the 
West Coast, then .,\yent to Jamaica 
for a perIodidf|garrisôn duty.' - 

In July, 1943, thé ùnit'i.went to 
England and shortly, after arriving 
there, Mr. Seldon was pi;omc^ed to 
adjutant Proceedlngito .France in 
July, 1044, he was 'taken' prisoner a 



month later In the Normandy fight- 
ing. He spent the rest 'of the war 
In- German prison camps, chiefly 
Offiag 70 near Brunswipk._ 

Liberated by tfie U.S. 9th army 
.in the spring of 1045, Mr. Seldon 
returned to Canada in June and 
was discharged from the service 
shortly afterwards.. He. .was em- 
ployed by the Firestone Tire Com- 
pany of {famUton until his appoint- 
ment as Direcfor'ot Alumni Activi- 
ties at McMaster last May; He Is 
also in charge of the university 
employment service.

New Zealand Students Will 
Visit McGiU Next Week 



Probably the first group of New 
Zealand university students to visit 
North American Universities will 
arrive in . Montreal next Monday 
night . Consisting of - eight women 
and four men, the party of biology 
students from Victoria University 
College, . Wellington, is making a 
self-financed .tour of our universi- 
ties while on their- summer vaca- 
tion. 

The lirst day in Montreal will 
be spent in touring the city, prob- 
ably paying particular attention to 
the snow. Wednesday will be spent 
visiting the University of Montreal 
Thursday is to' be devoted to Mc- 
Gill and Friday a trip is planned 
to Macdonald College. 

The party left Auckland in the 
"Port Mobart" on December 15 and 
arrived in Norfolk, Virginia, on 
the E4th. of January. Since that 
date they have been in Washing- 
ton, and New York and are at pre- 
sent in Boston. It Is understood that 
they Intend to travel, across Can- 
ada, visiting" universities, to Van- 
couver, then, down through the 
United Statesito' San Francisco 
where they will depart for home, 
and the start' .of their university 
year. 



Arrangements for the trip' com- 
menced shortly after the end of 
hostilities, and most of the students 
spent that summer earning money 
for this trip. Prof. Richardson,. Pro- 
fessor of Zoology at Victoria Col- 
lege and a McGIll graduate, is be- 
lieved to have been the directing 
influence behind the organization 
of the trip. 

Some of th things at McGill. that 
will probably be of most interest 
to the visitors will be the Vnion, 
the Gymnasium and the proposed 
swiming pool, rink, auditorium, 
etc., etc. For many years Victoria 
Ûnivcrsity students have been 
raising funds towards a new un- 
ion building. They may also bc inr 
tercsted in obtaining information 
on other studen tactivlties such as 
The "Daily" to take back to their 
own ■ paper "Salient" The Univer- 
sity of New Zealand consists of 
four colleges, situated at Auck 
land, Wellington,. Christchurch and 
Ounedin, and of two agricultural 
colleges.- The major .faculties at 
Victor! are Arts, Science, Law and 
Comerce. Otago University in 
Dunedin .contains the medical 
school while Canterbury College, 
in Citrlstchurch, and Auckland 
University specialize more In en- 
gineering and architecture.

Tlie furor wliicli has been raised in (he wake 
of the recent action by the Students Executive 
Council of Dawson College in refusing approval | "J^^ 
of a coh^titution presented by the Labor Pro- 
gressive Party Club on that campus has served 
to indicate clearly that the deplorable} move will 
not go overlooked to sludcnla who appreciate 
the full value of our civil liberties. That the 
discriminating action by the Council was a 
terrible blunder must now be obvious even to 
the members of that body, who have appeared 
in this jistaiice as not only a college executive 
but as prôlécioFS of the minds of their electors 
whom they seem to consider unable to decide 

for themselves the relative merits of political 
ideologies. 

It is unfortunate both for the student body 
as a whole and the Dawsoii Council in particular 
that the irresponsibility and lack of apprécia- 
tion of important issues demonstrated by this 
action should come at this time when the pres- 
tige of thé Dawson executive was being built up. 
However, by branding a political group a men- 
ace when it is accepted ps a legal national party, 
the Coundil has set a dangerous precedent which 
must be corrected by the general meeting at the 
St. Johns campus toiiight. 

The Council appears to have set itself up 
as a Supreme Court, able legally and morally to 
discriminate between the relative suitability of 
the Progressive Conser\'ative Club and the 
L.P.^. Club for the Dawson campus and in so 
doing has left itself wide open to the most 
adverse criticism which it is deservedly getting. 
Just how the Council thought it could set up 
a Political Foruih, approyé the idea of political 
clubs generally and the constitutibn of one 
specifically, and then refuse another on the 
flimsiest of grounds without ' bringing about 
strong répercussions is beyond our ken. Never- 
theless théy have done just that, and now, hav- 
ing seen the résulta of their actions, are shirk- 
ing their ' responsibilities by leaving the case 
to the student body at a general meeting. It is, 
of course, to be expected that cither the L.P.P. 
Club's constitution and presence on the campus 
is accepted b ythè meeting or else that thérè 
be no political clubs on the DÂwéon campus. 
That the latter would be a negative and un- 
desirable action Way bè'seén by anyone who has 
notèd the educatiônal value' rendé'réid by the 
political clubs at McGill. 
-, The next move is up to the student body at 
.Dawiort tonight. The question is surely topical 
and of interest to evéry one of us. Wé trust 
that the result will be an approval by the meet- 
ing of all polilinal clubs at Dnwson. Only thus 
can we see an indication of maturity of thought 
and a realisation of the impo^tance of our liber- 
ties under the democratic system by the stu- 
denta of Rawion .Côllège.— Â.W, 



New School of Writing 
In This Year's 'ForgeV

This year's VForge" has presented the Campus with 
a variety and quality — not to mention quantity — of 
writing, that far surpasses anything done in previous 
years. Of outstanding Interes't and Importance are 
the war atorles and poems. They are cold, hard, en- 
.tlrely factual accounts, written by returned servlce- 
.men, and are by. far the best writing done at McGIll 
in the past four years. It Is' a new trend in student 
writing, that started last year, and we hope, wiU 
continue and be given its true Importance from now 
on. 

.. The "Forge" gives us one war story: "Comjng 
Home" by John,Eccles, one:story;ot^ an. episode In 
the life of a student, before he enlisted'; "Story of 
a Tramp", by Tom Pickup, and three war inspired 
poems: "Myssium", by W. A. Neville, "Whirlpool", 
by P. A. Tallman, and "It Wai A Dull pay", by Nor- 
man Levine.. , ■■.],,,,■,•■' ■ 

These selectlons^show a' tremendous contrast to 
the soft, despondent prose and poetry that atudènts 
were writing a. few years ago. "Art lo'r Art" Is fine 
in the hands of a finlsh'ed craftsman, but .young 
writers tended to make it aimless, vagué,' disappoint- 
ed, artistic but utterly confused. There are few, ex- 
amples of that In this year's "Forge", the outalapding 
one being, perhaps, "Depression Phase" l)y W. D. 
MacCallan, a dead poem about:ai,dead walk in a 
dead town. (A gutter . . . ahàitérëd glass . . . "My 
Sin . , , "They blend into disgust") .There are several 
others, but the tendency is on the decline. 
I Of the prose in this issue of the "Forge", "Pro-, 
logue" by Norman Levine Is Interesting, because It 
his some very good parts and some very bad ones. 
^ Whén > poet writes prose, there is a tendency to 
niàké it too' lush and adjectival. "Baby" by Chris 
Oram is one of the best selections. The theme is sad, 
but there is a plot, and good writing, form, and aus- 
pénsè. Above all, the author has accomplished a dilfl- 
cult task: all the elements of a short story are com- 
pressed into two pages. That Is quite an achievement. 

"PetUnelU's" by Brenda Dick Is also a very good 
short story, well written and holding the attention. 
Again there is a death theme, as in "Baby"— they 
mark a carry over from the despondent tendency 
mentioned above. Death, despair, loss and grief— when 
wilt we ever get rid of these morbid preoccupations, 
and get some interesting stories about happy persons 
living In good health and pleasant surroundings. 

' Summer Morning" by Cecilia Francis Is indeed 
a story about a healthy, happy young girl— but it 
can hardly be called a story. It is more like a des- 
criptive chapter out of a novel "I'oo Young" by 
J. D. M. Jackson mystified me, but the writing is 
good. It has a plot and it most probably means aome- 
thing. "Blizzard" by the "published author" Bruce 
Campbell Is an interesting incident of life in the Far 
North, but neèds beUer writing. There Is no sus- 
pense. "Better Make It Thursday" is a whimsicality 
by Bin Welntraub, a dialogue between an undertaker 
and a man who orders his own funèraL It has a dry 
humour Utat Is refreshing. "Planting Roses" by Mary 
Margaret Miller, the last prose selection, again mys- 
. titles. It seems to be a character study, but It Is not 
sharp enough. What else It could be, is hard to sigr. 

There are some nice poems In this Issue; the aver- 
age quality, as In the prose, Is higher than In other 
-year».-"Canadlan Summer Night" by Moira Wedder- 
oon-is a- pleasant, well done pastel In eight lines. 
Similar in form is "I Saw a Dream Go Trembling" by 
Charlotte Tansey, a simple, brief and rather touching 
descrlpUon of a disappointment. These poems have 
a purpose'and brevity, two cardinal virtues. 

The two poems by Denis GIblln are interesting, 
because they have rhythm. They are well'worth study 
—1 say "study" because, from shyness of perhaps a 
mistaken nollon of art, everything Is covered up, 
similes are used, and it is over-wordy. "Song of the 
Fishermen" by William Goldbèrg is a good poem, 
simple and short, with the feeling well transmitted 
—except that fishermen do not talk that way. "De- 
pressive Phase" by MacCallan depresses. 

"The East" by K. Georges Cambon reminds me of 
something I have read before— not plagiarism, but 
Imitation, a danger that young writers should be 
aware of. SUU, it U well done, it la almple, the Unes 
are short, and it has a music of iU own. The two 
poems by Phyllis Alkman will appeal to « large 
public; they are in a dreamy style that is a IltUe 
over-worded to be artistic Of the aame atyle but 
better is "A Man Who Dreams" by Alan Heuser. It 
tries to capture the artlsUc spirit.. . • 

Miss Aikman's p'bems and Mr. Heuser'a poem are 
the- best Illustrations of the two conflietihg itenden- 
des. They represent the old school, the school thkt 
is on the decline (and should have been so long 
ago). Their poems are good in their own way, but 
that way is changed. Their poems would In fact 
have been excellent, had they . not .been placed aide 
by aide with the new, hard, vlUl, achool, of Eedes, 
Pickup, Tallman, Levine and Neville. 

These are the writers who belong to today, and 
who point the way to^ Tomorrow. Art must never 
stand still. It Is the simplicity of their writing and ot 
Ihèlr subjects, the absence of doubt and morbidity 
that characterize the new authors. John Eccles' story 
is called "Coming Home" and that is exactly what 
it is, neither more nor less. Tom Pickup's stoi^ tells 
of his wanderings as a tramp, during the depression. 
Both, these stories have , discarded imagination - 
which U right for thèlr artUtIc form. They tell what 
everyone knows in language ail can understand. And 
they are truly good wriUng for they transform the 
dull every day routine into a thing of beauty "end 
interest and acUon— and sUll keèp it recognizably 
dull every day routine. 

To end, the three war poef<. "It Waa a Dull Day" 
has a dèspondcnt theme— wiUiout being sad. It Is 
cold and har4 aa the other war writing. It Is the 
same short prose of Eccles and Pickup, but put into 
rythm; and therefore it hu even more power, and 
impact. ■ -, . 

"Whirlpool" byifiiman seems to bè the descrip- 
tion of a sinking submiriiie. It Is not as simple as the 
rest, but léss Involved than it could have , been." It 
hai thé samé hard impact, the same fèeltng that this 
is truth. It his sus;^ense and acUon and lythm. 

Finally, "Myssium", a biautlful, haunUrig piece, 
a poem about dèaUi that is not morbid, not aad, not 
hopeless. A piece Uiat looks death in the face. It has 
a catching rhyUim Uiat is in the lines and iii the 
construcUon of the poem. At llrst onè noUeès only 
the allegory, then the hardneis appears, the lAë'vIt- 
able coldness that comes with utter truth. There is 
romanticism without sentimentality, there is longing 
without despair. It is a new piece of writing, a poem 
that looks toward the future. We hope that the 
"Forgé" will continue to give space to thia new 
trend and thus encourage-as it has so ably d6ne In 
Uiis issue— the new school of wriUng that haa edmc 
to refresh and renew hleiuy activity at UcGUI,

Mr. Editor.— Because of my re- 
cent resignation as Chairman of the 
Canteen Committee, and ensuing 
confusion regarding that post, I feel 
that I should tell the Students at 
Dawson .what I/know^alxiut lt all. 

I resigned from the Council be- 
cause that body -had decided on a 
course of action which I knew 
would sabotage my .own efforts at 
improvement. 

The highest wages paid to any 
member of the Canteen Staff was 
62 cents an hour, and t.he lowest 
54 .cents.^: We all agreed that it 
would be' à good, idea to standard- 
ize' tiiese wages. I would like to 
have seen them ail paid (he high- 
est rate so as to avoid penalizing 
any individual. However, the other 
members stuck obdurately to the 
opinion that 50 cents was the only 
fair rate. How they came to this 

conclusion no one will ever know. 
One member knew that the Plumb- 
ers in Shangri-la were paid 47 
cents an hour, and another was 
quite sure tblt the Barbers in 
Avalon récelved no more than 53 
cents; and since making "hot-dogs" 
Is a Job relatively between Plumb- 
ing and Barbering, all you have to 
do is take the average rate. . . . Ot 
course, these things were not 
actually said; I present them mere- 
ly as facetious criteria of the kind 
of arguments that were brought 
forward to substantiate their con- 
tention. 

Another point was brought up, 
and this one they will probably 
use to try and hood-wink the stud- 
ents. During the discussion of my 
final compromise ot 5Sc an hour, 
some members expressed the opin- 
ion that the Students would be 
quite furious If they knew of the 
exorbitant rates being paid tho 
staff; and they were quite pleased 
at the aubstanUal.- aaylngs that 
would be brought aboiit by their 
new rates. Actually, if all the 
money saved by this 5c reduction 
could be returned to the students, 
the amount accruing to each indi- 
vidual for every employee so pen- 
alized would be something like Ue 
per month. Also, apropos of this 
argiunent,, it nilght surprise the 
CottncU to know that after the pub- 
UcaUon of this letter I shall walk 
the aUreets of Dawson > un-armed. 
despite the fact that I advocated 
the higher rate of pay, and feel 
quite cafe among my "furious" 
fellow-students. 

After hearing the flimsy reasons 
that apparently motivated the 
Council's decision, the students 
will probably ask themselves; as I 
have; asked myself, whether some 
other motive was responsible for a 
move which any far-sighted person 
could see would spread discontent 
everywhere, and which would in 
effect benefit no one. For my o^n 
opinion I will quote from niy letter 
ot resignation. . .'. I believe that 
some ot the opinions expressed at 
the last council meeting were the 
result of personal prejudice and bi- 
gotry rather than unbiased reason- 
ing." *

The f liird Programme

The British Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation is the pcrenlal favourite ol 
Britons wishing to exercise their 
constitutional right of criticism. 
The elite has accused it of being 
vulgar, while the average listener 
frequently considéra. it fastidious In 
IU tastes. These dïtterencês of opin- 
ion tend to illustrate the problem 
that has. been with the BBC since 
its organization twenty years ago. 
Should radio present what the peo- 
ple want, or should It give only 
what the people should want. 

Since the BBC depends on the 
sale of radio licenses for ita re- 
venues, British radio must present 
enough popular entertainment lo 
satisfy its ten mUllon license hold- 
ers, rit' should'never -present 'any- 
thing ,Uiat would .lower. Uie. level 
of popiilar .' taste, ' and It should 
provide something for those whose 
taste Is already developed. In the 
past It has been necessary to effect 
a compromise between the good and 
the popular. The Basic Homè Ser- 
vice attempted to present a. bal- 
anced fare of radio enterUinment, 
while, the Light Programme de- 
votes itself to comedy and variety 
programmes. Now,, In.addlUon to 
these two services, the BBC Is 
presenting the Third Programme. 

The Third Programme Is dedicat- 
ed to the Intereals of Uie small, dis- 
criminating radio audience. It 
places heavy demands on the lis- 
tener's attention, but rewards the 
effort by the value of the pro- 
grammes presented. Approximately 
half of the forty-two hours of 
transmission weekly is devoted to 
classical music. The remainder of 
the time is, given to serious talks, 
poetry, and plays. There la no fixed 
schedule, and plays are presented 
uncut. The elastic .nature ot the 
service enables It to give repeat 
performances of important produc- 
tions. Intended for the first six 
months, now almost completed, are 
plays and dramaUzed stories by 
Euripides, Aristophanes, Chaucer, 
Mario we, Bunyan, MoUere^ Shakes- 
peare. Sheridan,' Milton, Tennyson, 
Tchckov, Ibsen, Shaw, and Sartre. 

There is only one cause for re- 
gret in the Third Programme. At 
the same time as the BBC was 
planning the service, the Russians 
raised the power of a Latvian sta- 
tion using the aame fréquèncy as 
the j British Jranroltter.y ^ Third 
Pragranunelnn^ with 
dittlç'uliy^fbversM^

The Dawton Students* Executive 
Council haï refused to recognize 
the Labor Progressive Party club 
M an official club on the St. Johns 
campus, it was officially reported 
here today. The L-RP.'s constitu- 
tion was rejected when presented 
before tha D.S.E.C. for approval. 
A spokesman for the D.S.E.C. stated 
that the main reason for this action 
■was that the Council objected to 
the clause in the L.P.F. constitution 
-which declared that this club re- 
served the right of affiliation with 
tiie McGUl L.P.P. club. He added, 
however, that the matter will be 
diKUssed at the coming Dawson 
Student Society 'general meeting on 
Thursday, February , fl. 
KEACTION TO ACTION. 

The Council's refusal to recog- 
nlie the L.P.P. at Dawson has 
brought about comment from poli- 
tical minded students of various 
party sympathies. An executive of 
the Progressive Conservative club 
whose constitution has been rati- 
fied.- stated: "Much as I disagree 
with Ii.P.P. policies I feel that the 
Students* Council has no right to 
deny this club support on the Daw- 
•on campus. A C.C.F. executive 
voiced . a. similar opinion. An offi- 
'éiittîlipj.' executive member de- 



clared that, when their constitution 
was brought before the D.S.E.C 
the Council refused to ratify it on 
the, grounds that it feared that ' an 
L.P.P. club on the Dawson College 
capipus might be the cause of dis- 
turbances. Furthermore, the coun- 
cil added that the Dawson students 
would object to the existence of 
such a club, The L.P.P. representa- 
tive also maintained that had the 
council refused to recognize all 
political clubs on the Dawson cam- 
pus, the action might appear just. 
He however objected to its discrim- 
ination in recognizing the other 
political clubs that' had presented 
their constitutions before the exe- 
cutive council and In tiot recogizing 
.the L.P.P. He stated that the L.P.P.
